Farms Recalling Eggs Are Linked 


Investigators have yet 
to pinpoint cause of 
salmonella outbreaks 

Washington 

Two Iowa farms that recalled more 
than a half-billion eggs linked to as 
many as 1,300 cases of salmonella 
poisoning share suppliers of chick- 
ens and feed as well as ties to an Iowa 
business routinely cited for violating 
state and federal law. 

Food and Drug Administration 
investigators have yet to determine 
the cause of the salmonella outbreaks 
at Wright County Egg and Hillandale 
Farms. The FDA investigation could 
take months, and sources of contam- 
ination are often difficult to find. 

The number of illnesses, which 
can be life-threatening, especially to 
those with weakened immune sys- 
tems, is expected to increase. 

The company Quality Egg sup- 
plies young chickens and feed to both 
Wright County Egg and Hillandale 
Farms. The two share other suppli- 
ers, said Jewanna Porter, a spokes- 
woman for the egg industry, but she 
did not name them. 

The salmonella outbreak has 
raised questions about federal inspec- 
tions of egg farms. The FDA oversees 
inspections of shell eggs, while the 
Agriculture Department is in charge 
of inspecting other egg products.

‘On Their Merry Way’ 

Bill Marler, a Seattle lawyer who specializes in food 
safety cases, has filed one suit in the current out- 
break and expects to file another Monday, and said the 
recalls would deal a huge financial blow to the com- 
pany. “This may be the straw that breaks the camel’s 
back, but there are lots of companies with massive 
recalls ... that go on their merry way," he said. 



History of Violations 

Businessman Austin “Jack” DeCoster 
is no stranger to controversy in his 
food and farm operations. 

w In 1996, DeCoster was fined $3.6M 
for health and safety violations 
Regulators found that workers had 
been forced to handle manure and 
dead chickens with their bare hands. 

» In 1999, the company paid $5M to 
settle a class-action lawsuit involving 
unpaid overtime for 3,000 workers. 

» In 2008, OSH A cited DeCoster for 
violations that included forcing 
workers to retrieve eggs from inside a 
building that had collapsed, (twp) 


Austin “Jack” DeCoster owns Wright 
County Egg and Quality Egg. Wright 
County Egg recalled 380 million eggs 
Aug. 13 after it was linked to more 
than 1,000 cases of salmonella poi- 
soning. A week later, Hillandale Farms 
recalled 170 million eggs. 

In a statement issued Sunday, 
Wright County Egg spokeswoman 
Hinda Mitchell said: “When issues 
have been raised about our farms, 
our management team has addressed 
them swiftly and effectively, work- 
ing with recognized outside experts 
to identify and establish correc- 
tive measures for our operations. 
We are approaching our work with 
FDA in the same forthright manner.”

Hot Tempers at Site 
Of Proposed Mosque 


National debate takes 
to streets of N.Y.C. as 
agitation snowballs 

New York 

The proposed mosque near ground 
zero drew hundreds of fever-pitch 
demonstrators in New York City on 
Sunday, with opponents carrying 
signs associating Islam with blood, 
supporters shouting, “Say no to rac- 
ist fear!” and American flags wav- 
ing on both sides. 

Police separated the two groups, 
but there were some nose-to-nose 
confrontations. Opponents of the 
plan to build a $100 million, 13-story 
Islamic center and mosque two 
blocks from the World Trade Cen- 
ter site appeared to outnumber sup- 
porters. Bruce Springsteen’s “Born 
in the USA” blared over loudspeak- 
ers as mosque opponents chanted, 
“No mosque, no way!” 


Signs hoisted by hundreds 
of protesters standing behind 
police barricades read “SHAR- 
IA” — using dripping, blood-red 
letters to describe Islam’s Shari- 
ah law. Around the corner, NYPD 
officers guarded a cordoned-off 
stretch of Park Place occupied by 
the old building that is to become 
the Islamic center. 

The mosque project is being led 
by Imam Feisal Abdul Rauf and 
his wife, Daisy Khan, who insist 
the center will promote moder- 
ate Islam. 

The dispute has sparked a 
national debate on religious free- 
dom and is becoming an issue on 
the campaign trail ahead of the 
midterm elections. Republicans 
have been critical of President 
Obama’s stance: He has said the 
Muslims have the right to build the 
center at the site but has not com- 
mented on whether he thinks they

Underground probe

Santiago, Chile 

All 33 Chilean miners trapped 
deep underground for 17 days were 
found alive Sunday, Chile’s presi- 
dent confirmed. 

A probe sent about 2,257 feet 
deep into the collapsed mine early 
in the morning came back with a 
handwritten note: “All 33 of us are 
fine in the shelter.” 

President Sebastian Pinera 
joined authorities and family mem- 
bers in congratulations and hugs. 
They climbed a nearby hill, plant- 
ed 33 flags and sang the nation- 
al anthem. 

Mine officials and relatives of 
the workers had hoped the men 


reached the shelter when a tun- 
nel collapsed Aug. 5 at the San Jose 
gold and copper mine about 528 


miles north of the capital, Santia- 
go. But they had said air and food 
supplies were limited. 


When rescuers sent the probe 
early Sunday, they heard hammer- 
ing sounds and turned optimistic.

WikiLeaks Head Decries Warrant 


Stockholm 

Swedish prosecutors defended 
their handling of a rape allegation 
against the founder of WikiLeaks, 
saying Sunday that they had made 
no mistakes in issuing an arrest 
warrant and with- 
drawing it less 
than a day later. 

WikiLeaks 
founder Julian 
Assange said the 
warrant had dam- 
aged his group 
nonetheless. 

The Swedish Prosecution 
Authority said an “on-call” pros- 
ecutor issued an arrest warrant for 
Assange late Friday only to see it 


revoked the next day by a higher- 
ranked prosecutor, who found no 
grounds to suspect him of rape. 

“The prosecutor who took over 
the case yesterday had more infor- 
mation, and that is why she made a 
different assessment,” said Karin 
Rosander, a spokeswoman for the 
authority. 

She declined to specify what the 
new material was but said there 
was “absolutely nothing” that sug- 
gested errors had been made by 
either prosecutor. 

Assange was in Sweden last 
week seeking legal protection for 
the website, which published thou- 
sands of leaked documents about 
U.S. military activities in Iraq and 
Afghanistan, karl ritter (ap)

Glitch in call system 
revealed after storms 
pound Montgomery 

Rockville, Md. 

What lightning strike victim Carl 
Henn needed were paramedics. 
What those trying to help him 
got were busy signals. 

“It’s something I never want to 
hear again,” said Aaron Fleischer, 
one of six people interviewed last 
week who recalled Montgomery 
County’s poor 911 service as they 
rushed to Henn’s aid after the vio- 
lent storm of July 25. 

Henn’s friends tried CPR and 
ended up taking him to a hospital 
in a sport-utility vehicle. He died 
two days later. 

In the 60 minutes during and 
after the storm, the county’s 911 
center received 391 calls, many 


for non- emergency matters such 
as fallen trees. 

The total was more than five 
times the number of calls in the 
preceding hour, and the flood of 
calls created the busy signals, offi- 
cials said. 

“Every 911 center in the country 
has a finite number of incoming 


lines. More than 99 percent of the 
time that does the job,” Montgom- 
ery County Police Chief J. Thom- 
as Manger said. 

Officials are discussing roll- 
ing out a public service cam- 
paign to implore residents to 
reserve 911 calls for emergencies.

The Gulfs Image Problem 

Even with the oil cleaned up, the area may struggle for years to attract tourists

On the great yawning porch that 
once belonged to Confederate pres- 
ident Jefferson Davis, two women 
sit in rockers listening to the cica- 
das and looking out over Missis- 
sippi Sound as they wait for their 
tour to begin. 

Before Hurricane Katrina, about 
200 people came each day to visit 
the house — the only structure on 
the oak-shaded Beauvoir estate not 
destroyed by the storm. And that’s 
just what’s needed to break even. 
Tourism has dropped off 20 per- 
cent here, with just a few visitors 
on some days since BP PLC’s well 
blew out in the Gulf of Mexico. 

The story here is mirrored 
across the Gulf Coast. Beaches 
have been cleaned of crude, the leak 
has been plugged, and some cities 
never had oil wash ashore at all. 
Still, tourists stay away from what 
they fear are oil-coated coastlines 
— a perception officials say could 
take years to overcome and cost the 
region billions of dollars. 

With the summer tourist season 
coming to a close after Labor Day 
weekend, destinations are scram- 
bling to keep businesses afloat and 
hang on to the region’s 400,000 
travel industry jobs. Some are try- 
ing discounts, special concerts and 
celebrity-endorsed commercials 
inviting residents to visit attrac- 
tions once seen as havens for out- 
of-towners in their hometowns. 

BP gave millions to the region 
for tourism promotion — $25 mil- 
lion to Florida and $15 million each 
to Louisiana, Mississippi and Ala- 
bama — though most of that money 
already has been spent with lit- 
tle effect. 

“Once perceptions are formed, 
they take quite some time to 
change,” said Geoff Freeman, exec- 
utive vice president of the U.S. Trav- 
el Association, a national nonprofit 


trade association. “One of the best 
examples was after Katrina — here 
we were in 2010 and we were only 
now ready to get to 2005 levels.” 

Communities known for their 
beaches or charter fishing appear 
to have suffered most, while a 
few others managed unexpected 
increases after an anemic reces- 
sion year. 

Tracy Louthain, spokeswoman 
for the Beaches of South Walton 
on Florida’s Gulf Coast, said sum- 
mer occupancy was down 30 per-

1 Limiting Penalty Fees 

The Law required the Federal Reserve to write regu- 
lations outlining how much credit card companies can 
hit you with for things such as Late payments or over-the-

The final phase of the landmark federal legislation that 
placed new restrictions on credit card interest rates and fees 
took effect Sunday. Though the bulk of the law’s provisions 
were enacted earlier this year, there are still a few important 
changes you need to be aware of. 


3 Containing Rate Increases 

If a credit card company raises your interest rate, it will have to tell you why. In addition, if 
your rate increases, the issuer must re-evaluate it every six months. If you deserve to have it Low- 
ered, the card company must comply within 45 days of the evaluation. Previously, if a credit card 
company hiked your rate, there was no obligation to Look at it again. 



4 Protecting Gift Cards 

The Law also established new protections for store gift cards, which can be redeemed only at 
one retailer, and prepaid gift cards, which may be used at many Locations. ALL gift cards sold starting 
Sunday must be good for at Least five years. In fact, even if you have a gift card and it has an expiration 
date on it sooner than that, any money Left on the card must be honored for at Least five years. You can 
request a replacement for any expired gift card for free. 

Consumers have Long complained about the number of fees on certain gift cards. Under the new 
Law, only one fee per month can be charged, and dormancy fees can be assessed only if you haven’t 
used your card in a year. However, you will still have to pay to buy certain types of gift cards. The Law 
also does not cover gift cards that come as part of reward or promotional programs, or re-loadable
